We ‘enjoyed the whiff of spruce 
and fir, the sharp smell of kelp 
on wet rocks, and the wash of the 
surf, Walking there, unable to see 
far. was like milk being stirred. jn- 
to a glass of water. The world was 
always changing as we walked be- 


‘cause of the narrowness of vision. 


_ Out in the bay the fog -horns 
were grunting. Well, at such a time 
who needs the sun anyway? 
Our second day was much like 
the first. Going to the beach we 
took. a path, after leaving the car, 
through a wonderland of green 
stuff, fragrant, and springy. un- 
derfoot; a joy.to walk on. — . 
We especially noticed one tree 
‘with a huge burl or gall,. bulging 
from its trunk. A few Jarge rocks 
were rearing up-along the path. 
We. were in a world of stillness 
and dense shade because the 


‘spruces were crowded so closely 


together that their tops provided 
a canopy of green, Near. by a 
flicker knocked on a tree trunk. 
When he interrugited his drum- 
ming it was as still as the velvet 
inside a jewelry box. A little way 
ahead there was a large spruce, 
dead by the path, crumbly «to. the 
touch, pieces. fdllen away, dead 
Jong enough for its shape to blur. 
The mosses made dazzling little 
gardens of green, Then came the 
beach; a little coarse sand and a 
great many stones; so quiet around 
that we could hear the sea breath- 
ing. A little sandpiper, like a tiny 
ghost, was picking among the peb- 
bles, Harbor seals were on~dis- 
tant rocks, 
Wednesday was a delightful day 
and we spent much of it in the 
boat “The Goose” piloted by my 
brother-in-law, out among the 
many islands. Sometimes the air 
sparkled like diamonds, matching 
the sea. The land marks were 
sharp against the water and sky, 
We had left Pulpit Harbor to 
round the north shore of North 
Haven, stopping to steam our 
clams and picnic on* Oak Island. 
Tt was very barren of trees but 
there was a view in all directions, 
‘We were greeted by the gulls 
Which flew tirelessly, Their cries 
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were continuous ‘“kuk-kuks” in 
conversation to mournful: screams 
of alarm; soaring, consulting, 
turning, and. coasting down invisi- 
ble slopes of air.

Starboard Rock, tower- 
ing up and up with huge letters 
of football. scores painted on_ it, 
under the Mill.River bridge, Now 
ahead of us were the beautiful lit- 
tle sails of twenty or more dinghy 
boats, racing. We continued on 
through Fox. Island ‘Thoroughfare 
to dock in North Haven harbor. -

sailed again and came on the noon 
ferry across the bay by clothed 
Jedges stirring to action the myri- 
ad life beneath it. So with all this 
becoming a part’of us; we left the 
friendly Islanders and the voice 
of the sea to continue. its slow 
breathing or its wild battle. cry.
